The skin is a. wonderCul organ, doing 


work 
of 
immense 
importance 
to 


health at .ill times. 
Hut 
in 
hot 


weather, when its milllions of tiny 
pores are working to cool the skin, 
it is more important that this work oC 
cooling the overheated body should be 
able to do its work well. 


If a baby is cross and unhappy, it 


may bo suffering from what is known 
as "prickly heat." from the stinging 
sensation that accompanies it. 
The 


fine red rash appears first on the 
chest and back, and often runs over 
the cheeks and arms and other parts 
of the body. 


It is common in babies who arc too 


warmly dressed, especially in those 
who wciir too much and too hcacy 
underwear. 
The first remedy is to 


remove the surplus clothing, and to 
exchange the heavy shirts and bands 
with very lightweight ones. The next 
thins to do is to give the baby a cool 
or tepid bath to remove the excess of 
perspiration. 


If the skin is well covered with the 


rash a bran or a starch soda bath may 
be tried. These baths have lately boon 
described in this column. Never use 


| any soap on the inflamed surfaces no 


i matter what the cause. 


Handle the baby as little as possible, 


and keep him wherever the coolest 
spot is to be found. This rash usually 
subsides as soon as the weather cools. 
A dusting powder which may be tried, 
is composed of two parts of starch and 
one of boric acid sifted together, tev- 
cral times. 
Fat babies ars more in 


need of powder than thin otiea. 


Whenever two surfaces touch as 


between the logs and under the arms, 
or in folds of fat about the body, pow- 
der should be used to prevent chaf- 
ing, but it i? not needed on the surface 


I of the body generally, and if used pro- 
fusely only serves to ch?ck and hinder 
the activity of the skin.

1UBERCULIN TEST

tion for market milk.

live stock industry and when conscientiously carried out 
will serve as a guide for weeding out many tubercular 
cattle from our dairy herds.

F you wish your hands to be as 


attractive as possible your first 
thought should be given to the 


finger nails. By them you are con- 
stantly being judged. And the well- 
kept finger nail is regarded as a 
mark of culture. 


Every woman expects to keep her 


hands clean and white and her 
nails trimmed 
neatly. 
But this 


makes only for cleanliness. To 
give that charming effect of a well 
kept hand the nails must be given 
more 
care than aa 
occasional 


trimming. 


One good manicure a week and 


a few minutes attention each day 
will be sufficient to keep the flnger 
nails in attractive condition. 
But 


the process should be unhurried, 
the correct implements should be 
used, and the time must be devoted 
regularly to produce the light 
results. 


To be able to manicure your own 


nails at home requires a little prac- 
tice and the sort of instruments 
the professional manicurist has on 
her table. 
A bowl for water isi 


necessary, large enough to contain 
enough warm water for the fingers 
as well as their tips, and broad 
enough to avoid tipping. A soft 
nail brush is necessary too. Then 
comes the nail file. Choose a long 
file of steel, very flexible, and with 
a rounded end. 
A cuticle pusher, 


rather than a cuticle knife, I highly 
recommend, especially in the hands 
of a novice. 
Much damage may 


be done with the ungraceful han- 
dling of the cuticle knife, but it is 
not well to indulge in this sort 
of instrument until you have be- 
come an expert at manicuiing. In 
its place may be used the cuticle 
pusher which has a semi-blunt end 
and does the work equally well. 


An orange wood stick, some ab- 


sorbent cotton, a small portion of 
nail cream and polish with buffer 
are all necessary. A few of the 
luxurious accessories to tho mani- 
cure toilette may be found in the 
dainty packages of nail white, cuti- 
cle bleach, liquid polish and nail 
rouge. 


First, file your nails to the de- 


sired shape. The nails are dipped 
into the solution of warm water 
and pure fluffy soap suds. 


Soak the nails in the soapy 


•water for a few minutes. 
Re- 


move, and dry with a clean soft 
towel. 


The orange wood stick is ap- 


plied by rolling some of the ab- 
sorbent cotton 
securely 
around 


one end, dipping it into the water 
and running it beneath the top of 
the flnger nail. 
There will stand 


out a few ragged edges that need 
filing down. For this purpose tha 
nail file may be employed. 
But 


there are small emery boards that 
do this work admirably. 


While the cuticle scissors neatly 


removes the superfluous growth 
that forms about the base of tha 
finger nails, I absolutely taboo i~a 
use. 
Cutting the cuticle is hot 


only dangerous, as an infection may 
ensue, but the new cuticie be- 
comes more tender than the pre- 
vious growth. Eventually the cuti- 
cle is so ragged, having been 
chipped from time to time, that it 
is responsible for many of the pain- 
ful hang-nails that so mar 
the 


beauty of one's finger nails. 


There are, however, a number of 


cuticle removers on the market 
that may be employed. If you care 
to make your own cuticle remover, 
a good solution is compounded of 
lemon juice, peroxide, casti'.e soap 
and boiled water. A two-ounce bot- 
tle of the solution may be made 
up at one time, as it requires only 
a small amount of the compound to 
soften down the cuticle at each 
manicuring. The lemon juice and 
peroxide for this amount of water 
is proportioned—two teaspoons of 
each. 
' 


Dip the cotton-swabbed end of 


the orange-wood stick into the so- 
lution, runt it quickly around the 
cuticle at the base of each nail. 
Then take your cuticle pusher and 
bear down with quick movements 
so as to push the superfluous flesh 
back as far as possible. 


Gradually this cuticle will fade 


away and a little daily massage 
will push the skin down to reveal 
the half-moon at the base of the 
nail. 


At the sides and bottom of each 


nail a little nourishing creun may 
then be applied. 
It will tend to 


soften any hard hang-nails in their 
formation and nourish the skin to 
avoid dryness. 


The nails are buffed to a lustre, 


with long, slow strokes. 
Quick, 


short strokes cause too much heat 
from the friction and are respon- 
sible 
of ten-times 
for the whits 


spots or burns that are seen on the 
nails from time to time.

Some fruits are better canned 


than dried. Currants, gooseberries 
and strawberries are not good 
•material for the drying process. 
But a variety of other fruits like 
plums, black and red raspberries, 
prunes, figs, apples, apricots and 
peaches may all be dried at home 
in the oven. 


Dried peas, young beans, cauli- 


flower, okra, spinach and cabbage 
are considered by the specialists of 
the United States Department of 
Agricultural to be less satisfactory 
In flavor than other dried vegetables. 


The oven of the cookstove may 


be used. The products to be dried 
should be spread thinly in baking 
pans or pie tins, and these are 
placed upon racks so that they are 
not in direct contact with the oven 
•wall. The door of the oven should 
be left open so that the water; vapof 
driven off may pass out, and the 
fire should be so regulated that tha 
material may not be scorched. 


Trays suspended above a cook- 


stove may also be used. Each tray 
is made of a rectangular piece of 
rather heavy galvanized wire net- 
ting having four or five meshes to 
the ine.h. The finished trays should 
have approximately the same di- 
mensions as the stove top. 
The 


edges are turned back to form sides 
for the trays. 


Four pieces of wood, one bv two 


inches in thickness, form a frame 
for the drier which may be sus- 
pended by wires from the ceiling, 
or it may stand directly on top of 
the stove. 


If the flats making up the frame 


are allowed to extend six inches 
b_elow the bottom of the lower tray 
and a good-sized nail is driven naff 
its length into the end of each slat 
to form non-inflammable feet upon 
which the drier may rest, the set- 
ting of the tray directly on top ot 
the stove is permissable. 
Othei- 


wise it would scorch and 
the 


products 
within 
would 
become 


blackened. 


Once the tray is made it can be 


used from year to year in diying 
small amounts of vegetables that 
mipht otherwise have gone 
to 


waste.

much easier than

method mo?t housewives trv to 
avoid.

necessary to making the dried 
products ready for use i? to soak 
them overnig-ht in cold water that 
they may absorb hack the water 
that was originally taken from 
them in the drying process.

LWSPAPLRl 
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REGULATION OF GRAIN TRADING 


A new bill has horn introduced at the 


instance of thr agricultural group in con- 
gress to rcgnlatp future trading on the 
grain exchanges. 
A hill for this purpose 


which congress had previously enacled 
was declared 
unconstitutional on the 


ground that it was an illegal exercise for 
the taxing power. The hill which has just 
been formulated is based upon the fun- 
damental powers of congress to rpjrulate 
interstate commerce, and doubtless rests 
on sucr ground. 


The regulation of grain trading, while 


it presents difficult problems because of 
the close line between commercially desir- 
able and dishonest transactions, is never- 
theless greatly needed. 
The public is 


flpfced out of millions of dollars every 
ye-ar by manipulation of markers, and by 
other practices Common to the ordinary 
forms of gambling. 
The farmers, who 


ought more than any other class to benefit, 
frorrf the production of grains, are victim- 
ized by future trading, and very often 
made to suffer heavy losses by arbitrary 
and unjustified depression of prices. Their 
markets are largely fictitious and are 
more <>r kss subject to the r-aprieps and 
scheme's of wealthy traders. 
While it is 


true that the traders sometimes lose heav- 
ily, the fact remains that many of them 
grow enormously rich, and 
that this 


wealth must come out of th° pockets of 
either the producer or the consumer, or 
both. 


Tt ought to be possible to ?n control 


grain exchanges by law and supervision 
as to prevent, or at least minimize, the 
gambling features which arc detrimental 
alike to the public and to the farmer. 
7t 


is a technical subject and one which re- 
quires mature 
consideration by those 


familiar with the facts. 
Grain exchang- 


es perform a legitimate function in the 
movement of crops and in this capacity 
serve producer and consumer. 
It is not 


with this function of the exchanges that 
there is a.ny Quarrel hut solely with the 
illegitimate practices which have grown 
Tip in connection with hona fide tradinjr. 
There are times when the purely gambling 
transactions on boards of trade predom- 
inate, and when the public at large suffers 
in consequence. 
Fr«m this element, by 


no means inconsiderable, there is strong 
opposition to any regulation of their pur- 
fluit, which primarily is to get rich at the 
expense of someone else without in any 
sense serving society. 
The problem is to 


take the gamblers in hand and pu( an end 
to their game, permitting at the same 
time the honest buying and selling of 
grain.

one time oracles. The final fruit of the 
change is realization that newspapers are 
primarily for news, secondarily for dis- 
cussion -. and this truth is embodied, from 
coast 1o coast, in the makeup and spirit 
of what may be called the neighborly 
newspaper. 


This type of journal is sane, seldom an- 


pry. always newsy, and to the best of its 
ability truthful. 
Ils editorial writer is 


like the sociable man next, door, except 
that his ideas are. dropped on the front 
pftrch of evenings,by a newsboy instead 
of walking over on legs. He has an ad- 
vantage over the. man next door in that 
hp spends his whole day in not much elfift 
bnt looking up public affairs in books 
and periodicals and finding ont the inside 
of things from sources human and docu- 


mental not always at the ready disposal 
of the busy citizen. 
He passes out. as 


sanely as possible, comment on the inter- 
pretation and trend of events. He stands 
by men and thirTgs which are right, as 
nearly as he can judge. 
\Vhcn he thinks 


matters are turning the wrong way and 
believes he ca.n do something practical to 
halt a. misfortune he appeals to his read- 
ers directly, as man to man. 


Rut he is not upon Olympus; he is. on 


the contrary—and this applies to news- 
papers the length and breadth of Amer- 
ica—a good neichbor. whether he writes 
for the Kansas City Star, Chicago Tribune 
or Appleton Post-Crescent. 
Sometimes he 


waxes humorous, pathetic or downright 
sarcastic. 
Rut he expects to be judged — 


not too harshly—by his 
ideas as they 


come, and not believed implicily because 
he is a newspaper editor, nor distrusted 
implicitly as having an ax to grind. He 
very seldom has. 


The news reflects the externals of facts, 


the editorial writer tries to analyze them 
and reveal their suggestions. 
In this ,he- 


always tries to make people think in the 
same way that any sincere persuader seeks 
an intellectual reaction. He also finds that 
experience is quite 
liable to line his 


thoughts up into a ''continuous policy." 


But. no one knows better than he that he 
is not infallible. 
Knowledge besan. and 


has sometimes resided, a long way from 
the office of The Post-Crescent, as well as 
the offices of its most esteemed eontem- 
poraries. 
If something of suggestive in- 


terest or humorous application is passed 
on for others to appreciate: if readers are 
stimulated to closer study of events or 
brought to new conceptions of their duties 
as Americans, as people of Wisconsin, or 
as citizen^ of Appleton: if the right is 
sometimes pointed out when the trend of 
the news would obscure it, then the edi- 
torial page justifies itself as a neighborly 
factor for good in a democratic com- 
munitv.

Daugherty is making a favorable impres- 
sion by his attitude toward the charges 
which have been made against him on the 
floors of the house a.nd senate. 
Still, it 


is apparent that administration forcps in 
congress are determined to block action on 
the resolution authorizing a congressional 
investigation of the attorney-general's al- 
leged failure to prosecute \var contract 
frauds, a resolution presented by the way. 
by members of his own party. 


Mr. Daugherty's admitted connection 


with the freeing 
of f'harlcs W. Morse 


from the Atlanta penitentiary during the 
Taft administration is decidedly unsavory. 
In view of disclosures which have been 
made in connection with the 
i-ase. Mr. 


Taft realizes the impropriety of taking 


a.ny 
part in the present controversy, hut- 


it seems clear thai Morse was liberated 
on flimsy if not spurious testimony 1hat 
his life was in jeopardy. 
The facts in 


connection with his pardon lead to the 
conclusion that it is a repetition of the old 
story of wealth breaking down the bars 
of justice through the employment of pro- 
fessional men to testify to what is desired, 
and to what would make out a prima facie 
case for executive interference. 
There

an Egyptian astronomer, advised Jul- 
ius Caesar to adopt his country's sys- 
tem, which allowed for twelvvc equal 
months of thirty days each, the odd 
five or six days as the case might be, 
being set aside, for festive purposes. 


LIKED ODD NUMBERS 


Julius did this, in principle, but be- 


ing a believer in the luck of odd num- 
bers, scattered the extra various clays 
?mong the various montha, altern- 
ately. 
Needing another day to com- 


plete this arrangement, he arbitrarily 
took the thirtieth day from February 
and gave it to November. 


Later Augustus Caesar, apparently 


simply for the, gflke of change, altered 


Feb. 25 to Aug. 31, Sept. 21 to Oct. 31 
and Nov. 31 to Dec. 31. 


Until 321 A. D. the days Of the^ 


month were only numbered, not di-' 
vided into weekly periods. 
In that 


year Constantino the Great established 
the - seven clay week, with rest-giving 
Sunday, but the months, being un- 
equal, were divided erratically by the 
week unit and under this overlapping, 
misfit system wo have been getting 
along ever since. 


PLANS EVEN DATES 


Schall's proposal is to divide the
